Academy Drops Insecticide 


Natural History Club members 
have influenced Phillips Academy 
to ban Sevin (Carbaryl) from its 
elm-spraying program this year 
because of its possible harmful 
effects on human and animal life. 

The academy will continue the 
methoxychlor spray against Dutch 
Elm disease, but will drop one of 
the Sevin sprayings against leaf- 
eating insects altogether, and 
switch to dilute methoxychlor for 
the other. 

According to PA administrative 
dean Fred Stott, greater budget 
emphasis will be placed on posi- 
tive tree care, to preserve the 
elms that canopy over the Phil- 
lips campus, The policy will be 


reviewed yearly.

Andover May Quench 
North Andover Thirst 


North Andover may be pur- 
chasing water from Andover after 
the town completes construction 
of a water treatment plaat. 

Town Manager J. Maynard Aus- 
tin informed the selectmen Monday 
night: that the suburban town would 
be interested in making an agree- 
ment with the town, once Andover 
establishes an adequate supply. 

The manager was given authori- 
zation to proceed with the filing 
of requests for federal assistance 
for the proposed $4,000,000 water 
treatment plant Monday night by 
the board. 

The plant, needed by the town 
by 1972, would take waier from 
the Merrimack river, treat it, then 
place it in Haggett’s pond, An- 
dover’s main reservoir. 

The project was approved at 
the annual town meeting, provided 
$1,500,000 in federal funds can be 
obtained. 

Austin and Water-Sewer Supt. 
Donald C, Bassett met with mem- 
bers of the North Andover Board 
of Public Works earlier this month 
and discussed the plant and the 
suburban officials expressed an 
interest in purchasing water from 
Andover to meet expanding needs 
there.

Upward Bound Program To 


Be Conducted At College 


Although Washington said ‘‘no”’ 
to a Greater Lawrence Upward 
Bound program, Merrimack Col- 
lege has found a method to pro- 
vide summer educational oppor- 
tunities for Greater Lawrence sec- 
ondary schoo! students. 

With the refusal of federal 
funds for a Greater Lawrence 
project, Merrimack College presi- 
dent, Rev. John R, Aherne, O,S,A. 
appointed Rev. John A, Coughlan, 
0.S,A., vice president, Col. Earl 
V. Brown, director of government 
relations and research, and Pro- 
fessor Yvonne Ground to inves- 
tigate further the possibilities of 
developing an educational program 
to serve the Greater Lawrence 
area. The result: 20 Greater 
Lawrence secondary schoo! stu- 
dents will be invited to participate 
in an Upward Bound program this 
summer at Merrimack College. 
This opportunity for Greater Law- 
rence students was realized when 
Merrimack College agreed to 
serve as host college for an Up- 
ward Bound program conducted 
by the city of Chelsea. Some 75 
students from Chelsea will also 
come to the NorthAndover campus’ 
to participate in the seven week 
summer program. 

Though this year’s Upward 
Bound program principally in- 
volves the city of Chelsea, an 
Upward Bound program for the 
Greater Lawrence area originated 
in 1965. At that time, representa- 
tives of Merrimack College con- 
ferred with Atty. J. Nicholas Sul- 


. livan and Charles LoPiano of the 


Greater Lawrence Community Ac- 
tion Council, Inc. to formulate an 
Upward Bound Program tailored 
to meet the specific needs of the 
Greater Lawrence area. InMarch, 
1968, Merrimack College and the 
Greater Lawrence Community Ac- 
tion Council entered into formal 
agreement to initiate an Upward 
Bound proposal and by December, 
1968, an Upward Bound proposal 
was submitted to the Department 
.of Health, Education and Welfare. 
However, the Greater Lawrence 
Upward Bound proposal for a sum- 
mer, 1969 program at Merrimack 
College was denied by H.E.W. 
because ,of ,.g~eneral) cutback’ in 
federal funding. 

The purpose of Upward Bound 
is to develop the academic skills 
of students, and above all, to 
develop their desire to continue 
education and reatize their poten- 
tial in a better future. Essential- 
ly, Upward Bound revolves around 
an intensive residence program in 
the summer at a college with con- 
tinuing contact and aid for the 
secondary school student through 
his school year in his high school. 
The sevenweek Summer Residence 
Program at Merrimac kCollege 
which extends from June 29 through 
August 14 involves a full time 
academic program coordinated 
with many social and athletic ac- 
tivities. Areas of academic con- 
centration will include English, 
mathematics, science, remedial 
reading, and an ‘‘Arts Workshop’’ 
while the non-academic activities 
will feature such cultural events 
as a ‘*Boston Pops’’ Concert 
and field trips to Harold Parker 
State Forest. The teaching faculty 
will be drawn primarily from Mer- 
rimack College and secondary 
schools in the surrounding com- 
munities. The faculty will also be 
assisted by ten college students 
who will serve as tutor counselors 
in residence. 

Following the Summer Resi- 
dence Program, the faculty and 
tutor counselors will continue 


working with the Upward Bound 
students in an ongoing program

In ano:her article in this issue, 
Busby warns Andover citizens on 
how to dispose of any DDT, or 
other pesticide they may have 
at home which the Massachusetts 
Pesticide. Board has now banned 
for outdoar use. These pesticides 
must not-be thrown away, go to 
the dump, go down the drain, or 
be burned. at home, since all of 
these methods will cause dan- 
gerous long-lasting polluting ef- 
fects. 

The Tree Department, and sta- 
tions in Harold Parker Forest, will 
accept the banned pesticides for 
safe disposal, provided the home- 
owner telephones first, and de-

Recently we have received a 
number of inquiries regarding the 
safe disposal of certain pesticides 
which are banned in Massachusetts 
for out of door use. The restric- 
tion on use of these pesticides 
was taken by the Mass. Pesticide 
Board. The ‘‘hard’’ pesticides 
which are curtailed include; DDT, 
DDD, dieldrin, aldrin, endrin, 
toxaphene and heptaclor. 

It is important for citizens to 
realize that containers of pesti- 
cid2s containing these ingredients 
must not be taken to the dump, 
or disposed of by conventional 
means, 

The Dept. of Natural Resources 
has been designated to act as a 
collecting agency and 19 State 
Parks and Forests have agreed 
to accept unwanted pesticides for 
disposal by the State. In this area 
the Harold Parker State Forest 
in Andover and the Bradley Pal- 
mer State’Forest in: Topsfield 
will accept pesticides; «however 
it is requested that persons tele- 
phone first to allow personnel 
to be at the designated co'lection 
building. \ 

The Tree Dept. in Andover, on 
Lewis St., will also accept un- 
wanted pesticides which the Dapt. 
of Natural Resources will pick 
up from them. Any and all pesti- 
cides must be contained in care- 
fully sealed boxes or containers 
and be delivered to the designated 
places for disposal. 

A State wide collection period 
will go into effect in the spring 
probably the first two weeks of 
May at which time it is expected 
many home gardeners will have 
discovered all sorts of insecticide 
packages which they will want to 
be rid of.

tory of the peninsula. The third 
book of non-fiction written by Mr.

School Organization Under Study 


What organization of age levels 
into school buildings is most 
feasible for Andover, educational- 
ly and economically? 

The present K-6 elementary, 
with a junior high of grades 7, 8 
and 9, and a three year senior 
high school? 

K-4 primary schools, with 
grades 5, 6, 7 and 8 in middie 
schools, and a four year high 
school? How about K-6 elemen- 
tary, with grad2s 7-12 grouped in 
the educational park concept? 


There are educational advan- 
tages and disadvantages to 2ach, 
according to Superintendent Dr. 
Kenneth R. Seifert, and 
each may present different 


implications for the rate of con- 
struction of new buildings, and 


the taxpayers pocketbook.

Seifert said any consideration 
of school housing must start with 
the assumption of agrowing schoo! 
population .. . in Andover's case, 
250 new pupils a year. 

The administration is searching 
for the age-level organization 
which will best accomplish three 
things: 

(1) Get the educational resources 
(library, labs, computer and 
business technology) as close as 
possible to all of the kids that cao 
benefit from each. 

(2) Make the best possible i use 
of the present school facilities and 
also 

(3) organize the growing school 
population in the way that makes 
the least possible new building 
construction demands on the tax- 


ayer. 

Each of the pupil-organization 
plans, including the one in cur- 
rent use, will be questioned before 
the administration makes its re- 
commendations, Seifert said. He 
indicated that the findings of the 
single-site study committee will 
be used but that the administra- 
tion cannot wait for this report 
to begin planning. 

Without even getting into the 
numbers game which the school 
authorities face, or the new build- 
ing needs which each may re- 
quire, here are samples of some 
educational implications. 

The K-4, 4, 4 plan would put 
5th and 5th graders with 7th and 
8th graders, on the theory that 
many older elementary schoolers 
are ready for labs and other re- 
sources used in junior high, which 
are too expensive to install in 
elementary schools for their bene- 
fit. Ninth graders would move up 
to join in a four year high school 
complex. K-4 would be a pri- 
mary grouping. 

A variation on this would be a 
plan to divide the elementary 
school organization in half, coming 
up with a 3-3-3-3 grouping, more 
advanced resources would be in- 


stalled at the elementary schoo!s. 


which will house grades 4, 5and6. 

The K-7, 7-12 organization 
leaves elementary organization as 
is, concentrating on secondary 


7-12 in an educational park with 
shared central resources. Traffic 
control would be counted onto con- 
trol socio'ogica’ problems which 
otherwise might arise with such 
a concentration of pupils and such 
an age-range. Under the present 
K-6, 7-9, 10-12 organization, the 
senior high and West Junior High 
needs expansion now, and one plan 
calls for acore facility between the 
two duildings. 

Even with the’ updating and ex- 
pansion of Central School, ‘any or- 
ganizationa! plan will require some 
new building construction, because 
of the pupils the schools have, and 
expect.

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Editorial Comment 


Town Meeting 


Andover’s annual town meeting is over for another year 
— even though we are sure that special town meetings will 
be convened possibly two or three more times. 

But we see a need for a study of the town meeting sys- 
tem. 

Former Town Manager Richard J. Bowen, at the adjourn- 
ed session last Wednesday night, asked for a committee to 
determine ‘‘where we are going.”’ 

"le had commented on the town spending the most amount 
of money in its history. 

He was right, and much of it was built up during his ad- 
ministration and much will continue to build under other 
administrations. 

Of this, there is little doubt, since a growing community 
will continue to face financial problems. 

But we would like to see some study of the town meeting 
system, and we are sure to be criticized for attacking the 
“emocratic process. 

Well, we are acceptable to criticism, but some points 
should be considered. 

Town meeting becomes a stage for emotionalism, for the 
swapping of a vote for my issue and I’1] vote for yours. 


We question whether it is truly Democracy in action, 


when, like at the first session, a total of 660 voters out of 
a possible 11,000 plus showed up, voted for what they de- 
sired then left, leaving the meeting without a quorum. 


The town meeting, contrary to what many New England- 
ers think, is not basically a tradition of this area. 


Historically, such a system began in Poland centuries 
ago, when small villages met once a year to decide on 
issues, 


Apparently the founders of our country carried through 
their thoughts and introduced such a system at a time 
when the people of the community met once a year, elected’ 
officers, transacted business, had a bean supper and con- 
cluded the annual affair in one day. 

This no longer is possible, since growth, finances, is- 
sues, all dictate that something else is necessary. 

A representative town meeting? 

Thousands shudder at the thought. 

But there really should be a study to determine the ef- 
fectiveness of what we now know of the operation of muni- 
cipal government, as far as town meeting goes. 

As much as we dislike study committees, consultants, 
etc. — we do subscribe to a theory which was expounded 
once by Someone that a camel was designed by a com- 
mittee — probably the time has come to fully evaluate the 


town meeting system. 


Rising tax rates, budgets approaching $12,000,000, 
growth problems — all indicate that something must be 
done to properly set a course for Andover’s future. 

Town meeting, as we know it, does not seem to be the 


proper answer. 


Drugs 


One might presume that we, editorially, keep harping on 
the issue of drug abuse, but, it apparently, is a subject 
which must be driven home, more and more. 

Last week, a young man lost his life through heroin in 
Needham. 

His parents told the story in the press of how they had 
tried to cure the boy, yet all efforts failed. 

A Boston newspaper last Saturday noted that there had 
been 38 deaths this past year, due to drugs, all fatally in- 
flicted, being teen-agers. 

Yet, with all the danger signals, there still seems to be 
an ‘‘ostrich-like’’ attitude here in Andover, toward drug 
problems. 

We hesitate, a moment, then think a bit, to threaten the 
warning of ‘‘we told you so.’’ 

These things can happen here. 

Drug raids made by local police within the past few 
weeks have been shocking, not just the million-dollar 
hashish raid, but the others in parking lots, in the center 
of town and others. ; 

We are living in a time when awareness is most im- 
portant. 

Parents should take considerable concern to examine 
their youngsters habits, their friends, their whereabouts. 

One should become more than just partially aware of the 
dangers of the various forms of drugs available to the 
youths of the community, and the possible effects. ° 

Aid is now available to assist the drug user. 

The problem is amplifying, rather than diminishing. 

Could the headlines of next week’s papers portray the 
story of an Andover youth fatally stricken? 

It is possible. 

Think about it. 

Then take some affirmative action. 

The hour grows late.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 
A short coming of town meet- 
ings generally is that little 
provision is made for encouraging 
the introduction and discussion 
of Resolutions. They are vehicles 
by which town meeting, as a legis- 
lative body, informs its elected 
officials of the policies desired 
established and promoted. 

Analysis indicates that much of 
the debate in any town meeting 
concerns a point of policy that 
is not closely related to the 
Article being discussed. 

A by-law should be considered 
which allows Resolutions to go 
into the Warrant and give time 
for discussion, say not more than 
5 minutes for each speaker, and 
after the meeting has been in 
progress, say 2 hours. After 
its consideration, 2 more Articles 
could be considered and then the 
next Resolution taken up. The last 
time a Resolution was considered 
the proposer was not given time 
until after all other business was 
considered, That was manifestly 
unfair. Resolutions should also 
be allowed directly from the floor 
as the meeting develops. 

This improvement would also 
reduce the time now taken by the 
Articles thus giving more time 
for policy discussion by way of 
Resolutions with perhaps town 
meeting being shorter, more to 
the point and more interesting and 
useful to all concerned.

St. Germain said that large units, 
which should have been installed 
before the floor was laid, were 
now being brought in and Clapp 
said this means that portions of 
retaining walls have to be broken 
down to get the units in, then 
repaired afterwards. 


As Central Schoo! Building 
chairman, St. Germain stressed 
the necessity of geiting a town 
meeting appropriation of $80,000 - 
$85,000 for the working drawings 
for the renovatio:-acdition in time 
to get the job out to bid and start 
work this fall. Ke said delay until 
October would cost the town 1%- 
1 1/4% a month in rising building 
costs. 

“If we wait for an October Town 
Meeting to get the bids out,”’ said 
the veteran building committee- 
man,”? the snow will fly before 
the contractor gets started, and 
we all know what that means. 
The schoo! won’t be ready in 
time.’’ 

_The administration verified that 
two years was the longest time that 
could be counted on for overflow 
space for displaced pupils. 

St. Germain said the central 
addition would probably be roughly 
40,000 square feet, at roughly $35 
a square foot, and the committee 
hoped to make as few major 
changes in the present building 
as possible. He suggested giving 
the public accounting of the costs 
of the playstead renovation plan- 
ned, so they would know how much 
was spent on the building, and how 
much on the grounds. Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Cole stressed the importance 
of community involvement in plan- 
ning and use of the Playstead, and 
St. Germain assured her that the 
‘“‘eommunity use of schools’ 
philosophy had trickled down to 
the building committee. 


A man probably has to be a 
philosopher to serve on two school 
building committees. Professor 
St. Germain wears the chairman’s 
toga on both the West and the 
Central Building committees, and 
he tempered his news of West 
School building delays, and of the 
rising, costs that would attend de- 
lay on. bidding out the Central 
addition with philosophizing on the 
responsibilities and decisions 
faced by school building com- 
mittees -- ‘‘specialists and gen- 
eralists, who pay taxes, want to 
save tax dollars, yet we have to 
build a good building so they can 
live with themselves.” 


The school committee tried to 
be philosophical too. Freshman 
School committeeman Frank Hill 
said he’d want to know ‘‘how you 
arrive at that per square foot 
price,”’ but the committee re- 
spected St. Germain’s dictum on 
responsible building committee 
decisions; ‘‘The immediate answ- 
er is the inviting one, but not 
always the best one.’ 


They only broke up when he 
assured them that Plato said it

Local Pollution 


Problem, March 24 


The Andover Village Improve- 
ment Society’s free spring film 
program will zero directly in on 
the fight against water pollution 
on Tuesday evening, March 24, 
at West Junior High school. 

The evening will present a free 
film on water pollution, plus a 
panel including the man who headed 
‘the scientific investigation of 
Greater Lawrence’s own bed of 
pollution -- the Merrimack River. 

AVIS will show the color film, 
‘The River Must Live,’ which 
explains how a river becomes 
polluted, and shows through 
microphotography how the pollu- 
tants make the water unable to 
support its natural plant and ani- 
mal life. 

Directly afterwards, a panel of 
men directly concerned with water 
pollution control in the Greater 
Lawrence area will answer the 
audience’s questions. 

One of the panelists will be 
Warren Oldaker, chief of the la- 
boratory branch of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior’s Federal 
Water Pollution Control Adminis- 
tration in New England. Oldaker 
was in charge of the Merrimack 
River Project, which examined the 
river thoroughly from its source 
to the sea, to determine its condi- 
tion. 

Joining him will be Louis 
Giarusso, newly appointed member 
of the New England Interstate 
Water Pollution Control Commis- 
sion, and Robert McQuade, project 
engineer from the consulting 
engineering firm of Camp Dresser 
and McKee which prepared the 
town’s master plan. AVIS board 
member Nathaniel Smith will mod- 
erate the panel. 

At the close of the program, 
those who wish can stay for a

technical microscope demonstra- 
tion, using samples of the Mer- 
rimack River. 

This program and AVIS’ April 
8 program featuring Charles Roth 
of the Massachusetts Audubon So- 
ciety, are designed to accurately 
illuminate the issue of environ- 
mental pollution to interested 
Greater Lawrence citizens. 

An AVIS spokesman put it this 
way: ‘‘If the terms ‘‘ecology,”’ 
**quality environment,’’ and ‘‘low 
sulphur fuels’’ are familiar, but 
not completely clear; or if you 
just want to learn more about 
the fight against po'lution, es- 
pecially as it affects Greater Law- 
rence, plan to attend both sessions 
of the AVIS spring program and 
come loaded with questions.’’ And 
‘“‘The River Must Live” is a 
terrific film. ‘‘It shows how a 
polluted river can be brought back 
to life.’’

the North Andover eset that the To Town Post 


need would exist by 1975 and that 
Andover could hold the answer, if 
the water treatment plant were in 
operation. 

It is also felt that this need, will 
further enhanee Andover’s oppor- 
tunity of receiving federal funds. 

The North Andover need could 
be supplemented by a tie-in in 
the Merrimack College area. A 
few hundred feet of water main 
would be installed to accomplish 
the feed to North Andover. 

There is at present a tie-in 
between the two towns, but a larger 
main would be needed ifthe agree- 
ment were reached. The present 
line is not large enough for re- 
gular use. 

It has been used from time to 
time to assist in meeting needs of 
the two towns, North Andover, at 
one time supplying Andover with 
water during drought periods. 

The town manager indicated that 
at the beginning, North Andover’s 
needs would occur only during peak 
periods of demand, or in case of 
dry summer or drought conditions. 

Austin said that once North An- 
dover’s needs are established and 
the treatment plant constructed, 
then financial agreement could be 
worked out between the North An- 
dover Public Works department 
and the selectmen. 

The town manager is proceed- 
ing with the filing ofthe application 
with HUD in New York for the 
federal grant. The treatment plant, 
as mentioned previously, is needed 
by 1972 to augment the Andover 
water supply, with the demand 
amplifying by that time due to 
increased industrial and domestic 
useage locally. 

That it can now be pointed out 
to federal officials, that possibly 
the design can be implemented to 
meet a regional need, would ap- 
pear to aid Andover’s case for 
the need for federal assistance. 

The town meeting vote limits 
the further planning for a treat- 
ment plant to the obtaining of the 
$1,500,000.
